Most of the members of the au 
iliary committee have accepted and 
all are enthusiastic in the work to

About four years ago the Ken 
tuckian compiled a list of 167 names 
of persons buried in the old ceme 
tery from 1812 to 1852. Only on* 
^body was buried there later than 
1852, that of Dr. A. Webber, who 
was buried Dec. 23, 1873 In ad- 
dition to the published list probably 
20 others who were hurried in the 
graveyard are known, their head- 
- .stones having been entirely de- 
stroyed. All told about 200 names 
, can be compiled and there are prob- 
ably 50 more unmarked graves of 
unknown persons. 

Very few of the headstones re- 
main as they were originally. Many 
of them were native limestone slabs. 
Some have crumbled away, some 
have been broken, some have fallen 
flat and some that remain standing 
have had all lettering obliterated by 
the action ef the elements. One 
headstone is almost surrounded by 
the trunk of a great elm tree three 
■ feet in diameter, that has grown up 
in the grave. 

The committee has agreed that 
the name "Pioneer Graveyard" 
will be an appropriate one and it 
Will probably be so named. . 

The committees will hold another 
meeting in the near future and per- 
fect the plans for the contemplated 
improvements. It is expected that 
Athe central feature will be the erec- 
tion of a suitable monument to the 
pioneers upon as large a scale as the 
money to be raised will justify. 
Walks will be laid out and graveled 
or concreted, trees will 'be set out 
and some kind of an enclosing wall 
or fence put around the lot, which 
contains about two acres. All of 
this work is to be taken up in detail

Wood, whose grave has been located 
but is unmarked by a headstone at 
this time. It still belongs to the 
city and when improved it will be 
put under the care of the sexton of 
Riverside Cemetery. 

It hftfl not been decided yet wheth- 
er an attempt will be made to re- 
build the box tombs, straighten up 
those that lean or replace those that 
have fallen. So few of them are in 
good condition that it may be de- 
cided to take down all of the.present 
markers and require those who wish 
the graves of their ancestors to be 
definitely marked to place marble 
slabs as markers.

Efldyville, Ky., Nov. 16.— About 
500 farmers of Lyon county met in 
Kuttawa and Lamasco, and passed 
a jet of resolutions in connection 
with the Planters' Protective Asso- 
ciation, the organization in which 
they have all pooled their tobacco 
crops. The meeting was called to 
protest against the manner in which 
the pooled tobacco in the association 
is being handled. 

Hugh Lyon, the precinct chairman 
of the Lyon county bren;h of the as 
sociation, was one of the principal 
figures of the mass-meeting, which 
was called to consider the advisibili- 
ty of the farmers of Lyon county 
"iffrting the pooling contracts for an- 
other three years. 

HAVE MANY COMPLAINTS. 

It is understood that members of 
the association in several adjoining 
counties will take up the several 
questions with the hope ef agreeing 
upon a policy that will enable the 
growers to get their money sooner 
and with less expense and loss to 
their crops. The growers claim that 
they can arrange to get an average 
of 9 cents in cash upon the delivery 
of their crops and that is what they 
are fighting for. 

In concluding the resolutions the 
mass-assembly set forth in strong 
language the position they would 
take should the association fail to 
redress the alleged wrongs and com- 
plaints noted. They firmly resolve 
as "white, free-born citizens never 
sign another obligation to the 
present Planters' Protective Associ 
ation." The resolutions are as fol- 
lows: 

PETITION THE OFFICERS. 
"Resolved, first. That we respect- 
fully petition President Felix G. 
Ewing and the executive committee 
of the Planters' Protective Associa- 
tion of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia to allow our county chair- 
man and our committee to sell the 
remainder of our 1907 crop of tobac- 
co for the best price obtainable be- 
cause we have complied with our ob- 
ligation to the association by deliv- 
ering our 1907 crop of tobacco to 
persons and places named by the as- 
sociation, and when the prizers re- 
ceived our 1907 crop of tobacco our 
obligation to the association was fill- 
ed. 

"Resolved, second, That we find 
some of our 1907 crop was priztd 
in a damaged condition, thereby de- 
creasing the value of the tobacco 

d proventing a sale of same at the 
established association price. 

Resolved, third, That we feel that 
the association has not dealt with us 
as we were led to believe that it 
would, because it hasn't sold our to- 
bacco and some of our tobacco was 
sold at a reduced price. 

CAUSING DISSATISFACTION 

"Resolved, fourth. That because 
our tobacco has not been sold is caus- 
ing much dissatisfaction among our 
iple, for we need the money that 
is involved in the remainder of cur 
1907 crop of tob%cco to pay our tax- 
our rents, our store accounts, 
doctors' bills, etc., and we feel that 
are being imposed upon by not 
having our tobacco sold or being al- 
lowed to sell it ourselves. 

"Resolved, fifth, that we respect- 
fully petition President Felix G.E*- 
ing and the executive committee of 
the Planters' Protective Association 
of Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia 
to establish a fair and reasonable 
price on our tobacco in three classes, 
leaf, lugs and trash, and allow our 
c<>unty chairman and committee to 
sell our 1908 crop of tobacco loose, 
and on these terms and conditions: 
PLACES FOR 1908 CROP. 

"That in caQSiderfttlua of a satis- 
factory bond to the effect that any 
man or men or compuny will buy all 
1908 crop at the association

Teaches Empty Seats. 

[Topeka Special to Kansas City Star] 
There is a teacher out in Trego 
county who goes to school every 
ng and goes through all the 
routine uf teaching, but has no ptr- 
pils. 

In July this teacher signed a con- 
tract with the School Board to teach 
the school for five months for 540 a 
mth. At that time there were 
about fifteen children to attend tht 
school. The school began October 5, 
but when the teacher went to the 
building not a child came. In the 
three months from the time she 
signed the ccn tract every child had 
moved from the district, or the pa- 
•epta had arranged to send them to 
:i'y schools. 

Ever since the teacher has been 
tfoing to school each morning. At 
9 o'clock she rings the bell, but no 
children romp into the room. At 
noon school is dismissed. In the af- 
ternoon the same formality is car- 
ried out, but no children appear. In 
the meantime the teacher has all the 
time for reading or studying. The 
school board is required to furnish 
heat and janitor service for the 
building. 

The school board has asked if there 
wasn't a way to close the school and 
the payment of this money, for 
the teacher and for the coal and 
janitor service, but E. T. Fairehild, 
State Superintendent, has ruled 
there is no way except by a com- 
promise with the teacher. The young 
woman has an ironclad contract to 
teach the school. By going to the 
building every day she performs 
er part and shows her willingness 
) teach. That there are no chldren 
) teach is not her fault, and she 
raws pay just the same.

Eleven big slices of pie will have 
to be distributed among the Repub- 
licans in Kentucky during the ad- 
ministration of President-elect Taft 
and it is understood that an agree- 
ment between Senator-elect Bradley 
and Judge Taft was to the effect 
that Senator Bradley's friends 
should be well taken care of. There 
are just eleven congressional dis- 
tricts in Kentucky, and it is under 
stood that a big slice of the pie will 
go to each district. The desirable 
places are Collectors of Internal 
Revenue in the Second, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh and Eighth districts. There 
is the Surveyor of the port at Louis- 
ille, the Pension Agency at Louis- 
ville, the United States Marshalship 
of thn Western and Eastern Ken- 
tucky districts and the District At- 
torneyships of the same districts. 

The supporters of Senator Bradley 
say that it is a cinch that Lawson 
Reno, of Owensboro, will be the col- 
lector of the Second district, and 
that J. L. McCoy, of Lexington, will 
be the collector of the Seventh dis- 
trict. They say, too, that former 
Congressman A. D. James will be 
the Surveyor of the Port, at Louis- 
He, and that he will noc contest for 
the seat of Congressman-elect R. Y. 
Thomas. It is also stated positively 
by the friends of Chairman R. H. 
Winn, of Mt. Sterling, that he will 
become the district attorney of eas- 
tern Kentucky, it is predicted that 
Maurice Galvin will hold on as col- 
lector of the Sixth district, and that 
J. S. Cooper will continue as collec- 
tor of the Eighth district. The oth- 
er places are open, with State Ex- 
aminer and Inspector M. H. Thatch- 
er, of Louisville, a strong tip for the 
Western Kentucky District Attor- 
neyship.— Frankfort Journal.

In the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing a cabin occupied by Albert John- 
son, a colored tenant, was burned on 
the farm of C. A. Brasher, near Cas- 
ky. and there seems hardly a doubt 
that Johnson perished in the names 
He is missing and the charred 
bones of an adult human being have 
been found in the ashes and identi- 
fied as such by Drs. R. L. Woodard 
and J. B. Jackson. 

Johnson and his wife attended a 
dance at Masonville Saturday night 
and Johnson left after midnight in 
company with Cornelius Merriweth- 
er. His wife remained at Mason- 
ville until Sunday morning. 

The supposition is that Johnson 
went home and made up a big fire 
and soon fell asleep and that he- 
awoke too late to save himself from 
the burning building. 

The bones were found in and 
around an iron wash tub that was in 
the room. In the same tub were 
three silver dollars, a quarter and 
the clasp of a purse. The theory is 
that Johnson, blinded by tmcke, fell 
over the tub n ed where he fell, 
that he was sleeping in his clothes 
and the purse containing his money 
as in his pocket. At this writing 
Merriwether has not been heard 
from. 

Johnson was a young man about 
25 years old. He had his cabin burr- 
ed last spring and the one lost this 
time had just been completed and 
occupied about 10 days ago He had 
been a trusted hand of Mr. Brasher'.- 
i year or more and was a sober, 
ndubtrious negro.
